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INTRODUCTION 


The  Sixth  Bulletin  of  North  Carolina  Morbidity  Statistics, 
covering  the  calendar  year  1937,  contains  tabulations  which  follow 
the  same  pattern  as  those  found  in  previous  Bulletins. 

This  Bulletin  records  no  disease  incidence  of  epidemic 
proportions,  but  does  indicate  an  increase  of  considerable  size  in  the 
reported  cases  of  certain  diseases.  In  1937  the  number  of  reported 
cases  of  measles  rose  to  7,937  as  compared  with  1,395  during  1936. 

Quite  likely  there  will  be  a greater  increase  in  1933  than  in  1937. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  whooping  cough  cases  reported  in  1937 
brought  that  total  to  7,732  as  compared  with  1,566  in  1936. 

There  were  106  cases  of  poliomyelitis  reported  to  this 
Division  in  1937.  This  is  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  52  cases 
reported  in  1936,  but  it  is  felt  that  it  represents  the  normal  in- 
cidence from  this  disease. 

A total  of  68  cases  of  endemic  typhus  fever  was  reported  in 
1937.  Although  only  33  cases  were  reported  the  previous  year,  it  is 
felt  that  the  increase  very  likely  is  due  to  a better  recognition  of 
the  disease  and  better  reporting  rather  than  to  any  alarming  increase 
in  the  actual  number  of  cases  occurring  in  the  State.  Significant, 
however,  is  the  fact  that  the  distribution  of  this  disease  has  extended 
to  include  22  counties  in  1937  as  compared  with  13  affected  in  1936. 

Cases  of  rna laria  were  not  made  reportable  to  this  Division 
until  May  1937.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year  there  have  been  re- 
ported 876  cases  from  4 8 of  the  100  counties  in  the  State.  It  is  as- 
sumed that  the  reporting  of  this  disease  would  be  rather  incomplete 
because  of  its  chronic  nature,  but  undoubtedly  the  extensive  drainage 
operations  in  the  State  have  done  much  to  reduce  its  incidence. 

As  compared  with  1936  reports  there  appeared  in  1937  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  case  reports  and  a slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  diphtheria,  tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever 
case  reports.  The  increase  in  each  is  probably  of  no  great  significance. 

During  1937  the  venereal  disease  control  program  in  North 
Carolina  was  definitely  launched.  The  attendant  publicity  and  aroused 
public  interest  have  been  reflected  in  a tremendous  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  reported,  especially  of  syphilis.  There  were  reported 
12,299  cases  of  syphilis  in  1937  as  compared  with  6,086  in  1936.  Rapid 
expansion  of  this  control  movement  promises  a corresponding  rise  in  the 
number  of  cases  to  be  reported  in  the  future,  which  it  is  expected  will 
give  a more  accurate  picture  of  the  incidence  of  syphilis  in  North  Caro- 
lina than  has  been  obtainable  heretofore. 

In  1937  reporting  by  physicians  in  this  State  was  1.8  per  cent 
better  than  in  1936.  Each  of  the  100  counties  in  the  State  reported  cases.
